NEW TORK, N. Y., July 30. — Ordinary racing 
took place at Empire City today, many of the bet- 
ter class of horses having been shipped to Sara- 
toga. The Fleetwing Handicap, over the short 
three-quarters course, brought out a field of four. 
With Ticklish best fancie<l by the speculators. It 
resulted in a close finish between Ticklish and 
Quietude, the former getting the decision by a head, 
thereby winning for his new owner, B. E. Wat- 
kins, who acquired him at a sale a few days 
ago. Tlie race was worth $2,325 to the winner. 

Bright Gold was a surprise in the opening race 
when she defeated the odds-on choice. Shoal. The 
latter was sluggish in the early running, but moved 
up on the outside in the stretch, and when he 
seemed the winner swerved to the inside, landing 
in second place at the finish. 

Apple Jack II. won another purse by defeating 
an indifferent band of platers in the second. 

Albert A. ^showed better form than ever before 
when be tilHUIOM In ne'Vamaroaeck nMe, third 
on the program. Gex and Benevolent, well backed, 
failed to be contenders. After his victmy he was 
run up from $1,200 to $2,000 by J. W. Forman and 
sold to him. 

Jockey J. McCabe was an arrival from Kentucky 
today, having only recently been discharged from 
the army. He will ride for his former employer, 
Frank Weir, at Saratoga. When in the employ of 
Weir he often rode Old Rosebud to victory for that 
owner. He can ride at 105 pounds now. 

JUDGE PETTINGILL TO RESUIIE DUTIES. 

C. J. Pettingill will again be in the Judges* stand 
during the Saratoga meeting, his wife having recov- 
ered from the illness which has kept him away so 
far this season. 

Harry Lurie of Chicago, with a party of friends, 
motored to Saratoga this afternoon. A. J. Bunn, 
who is desirous of acquiring a stable of horses, 
was another who motored up with several friends. 

Ciias. Primrose, Dick Baker and his son George, 
recently out of the army, also made the trip by 
motor, leaving after the fourth race. 

A. F. Dayton, acting for T. Brennan, has pur- 
chased the three-year-old colt Star Realm from 
R. T. McKeever. Dayton will be remembered as 
tlie developer and trainer of the good horses Neva 
Lee and Jack Nunally, which raced with much suc- 
cess on the Pacific coast. 

Jockey Erickson was set down for one day for 
rough riding in the first race, and Jockey A. Pick- 
ens drew the same punishment for a like offense in 
the tliird race. 

Apple Jack II. was claimed by R. H. Harvey for 
$2,51U after winning the second race. Two otlier 
claims were also entered for the horse. 

G. W. Forman, after securing Albert A., later 
resold him buck to bis original owner. 

Conduit won the fifth race for the veteran trainer 
Steve Judge, who recently purchased her, she 
getting up in the closing strides.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 30.— Visitors 
at the Saratoga track this morning were treated to 
an unusual sight by witnessing forty-one yearlings 
under saddle, the property of one establishment. 
The youngsters were tliose owned by James W. Mc- 
Clelland and Edward Sims. In addition to the huge 
band of Juveniles the same confederacy have here 
thirty-nine horses in training. They are on the 
lookout to add further to their already extensive 
band and before long will have by far the largest 
aggregation of racing material in the country. The 
yearlings are at the August Belmont and part of 
Harry Payne Whitney’s places and are undergoing 
a steady preiiaration of their early racing lessons. 
Eternal, winner of last year’s Hopeful Stakes here, 
and hero of many other notable achievements, is 
the star in the older division and is expected to 
be a big facor in the rac*es he starts in here. 
Trainer Kim Patterson has him in wonderful condi- 
tion at the i>resent time. Of the thirty-nine older 
horses that will carry the McClelland silks seven- 
teen are in charge of William Wallace, who brought 
them from Kentucky. W’ith reference to the year- 
lings, Mr. McClelland said that it was his inten- 
tion to keep the youngsters here until October and 
give them their needed trials. It is also his present 
plan to split them into divisions later and send some 
to different points to winter. The majority of the 
colts and fillies will be transferred to winter quar- 
ters at Hot Springs, Ark. Others will be moved 
to the Fair Grounds at New Orleans, and some will 
be kept in New York and Kentucky.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 30.— Tiiere is 
every indication that Montford Jones, who is asso- 
ciated with Messrs. Sinclair and Schafer in the 
most pnxluctive oil fields of Oklahoma, will be 
one of the big men of the American turf in the 
near future if the best horses in training can be 
procured for money. Lake Commander Ross he 
wants to get the best or notbing in tbe horse line, 
and lias so instructed his trainer, Edward Garri- 
son. To this end Mr. Garrison has been in Saratoga 
for the past week or two trying to *buy tbe best 
on the market. Tbe Ballot — Gracilla colt Brook - 
holt Mr. Jones bought during tbe Aqueduct meet- 
ing. Since then Garrison has seen every horse that 
John Madden has for sale, and will probably take 
two or three of them. 

“Two of them are que’e desirable,” said trainer 
Garrison, “and I feel certain I shall get those 
and probably one or two others from the Madden 
band. But I am not going to confine my purchas- 
ing energies to the Madden stable, the object being 
to get tbe best on sale, no matter where they come 
from. At present Brookholt is in Mr. Madden’s care 
until I can gather up all I can get. 

“Jones intends to race a stable of horses second 
to none if possible, and I think be is going the 
right way about it by selecting nothing but choice 
racing material. He is a thorough sportsman and 
will be a great addition to tbe turf. Not only will 
he buy . developed horses, but will no doubt be 
much in the sport when tlie yearlings are put under 
the hammer. 'Hie stable is now in its infancy and 
will grow quickly if anybody shows a good liorse 
and is willing to dispose or It at a reasonable 
figure.” ^ ^ — 

AMERICAMS TO GO ABROAD. 

Men like Mr. Jones will be needed in this coun- 
try, as many owners of the more fasbionable estab- 
lishments intend to move in the European direction 
now the war is over, and as. soon as the expensive 
income tax in France is reduced. This does not 
mean that men like Joseidi Widener, John Sanford, 
Mr.. Viau, Mr. Maeomber and several others of 
importance will desert tbe American turf entirely, 
the possibilities being they will be represented here 
as well as in Europe. But their absence will be 
felt, both as breeders and buyers of thoroughbreds. 

While Mr. Viau will race and breed tatMses in 
France, there is every reason to believe be will 
have a string in this country for at least a few 
more years, as his lease of Omar Khayyam to 
A. B. Hancock for two years indicates. One of 
the provisions of tbe lease of Omar Khayyam is that 
the first fifteen services are reserved for mares 
belonging to Mr. Viau. At the present time be has 
six mares, and will no doubt arrange for the 
purcltase or lease of tbe remaining nine to fill the 
contract. As few stakes are open to foreign- bred 
horses in France, it is only reasonable to presume 
that the stock bred by Mr. Viau in Kentucky will 
remain in tbis country. 

Trainer Karrick must not be overlooked when he 
brings back the Coe filly Cinderella. She will be 
found a much improved miss from the last time she 
started; in fact, Karrick has said be would not 
exchange her for any of the fillies he bas yet seen, 
and this means much coming from such an expert. 

Sandy McNanghton has decided not to go to 
France under any conditions, though he has received 
an offer to do so from Mr. Viau. Sandy looks 
upon the question as one where future happiness is 
concerned. “I don’t think 1 want to go to a strange 
country where I have no friends,” said Sandy.

Three examples of pt^ular French lines of breed- 
ing are presented here. Le Samaritain and Mac- 
donald II. have proved their excellence in the stud. 
Sardanapale is young and as yet has not done so. 
Unless some of his progeny have won this year in 
France, his only winners are in this country, his 
daughter Alpbee being a case in point. Sardanapale 
was the best race horse seen in France In many 
years. Tbe outbreak of the Great War brought 
his racing career to a close abruptly, but for wbich 
there is no telling to what farther triumphs be 
would have gone on. Up to that time be had won 
eleven races out of sixteen and the enormous sum 
in money of $206,155. Considering that this rec- 
ord was made in flve races when a two-year-old 
and in that part of his rudely interrupted career 
as a three-year-old in which he was able to take 
part, it is cause for especial womer. Quite nat- 
urally a horse of his transcendant merit would 
command a large price for stud service and be 
stands at a fee of $2,000. It may be assumed 
that his progeny wUl Justify it presently. Here 
is bis pedigree:

Later on he was s<dd to a 
French buyer and in France founded a wonderful 
family, mainly through his son Le Sancy, which 
is the sire of Le Samaritain. This latter horse is 
the sire of Roi Herode, wbich in his turn, became 
the sire of the marvellously fast and unbeaten 
gray colt The Tetrarch. Like his noted sire, Le 
Samaritain has numbered many great stayers among 
his progeny, as well as some of remarkable speed. 
It might be a beneficial thing to our own breeding 
Interests if we had a few direct male line descend- 
ants of Le Sancy over here. There is a considera- 
ble infusion of Newminster in Le Samaritain 
through his daughter Clemence and son Strath- 
conan, and otherwise his pedigree is of great value 
and interest. It reads as ftdlows:

Second to Ajax in the 
French Derby and the next year with 141 pounds 
on his back defeat the great colt Adan in tbe rich 
Prix du Conseil Municipal. On bis dam’s side he 
numbers such great ancestors as Barcaldine, Robert 
tbe Devil, West Australian and Parmesan. There 
is much to admire in the following pedigree:

Indications Point to All Previous 
Records Being Surpassed.

Boamer Impresses Work-Watch- 
ers in His Preparation for 
Saratoga Handicap 



SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., July 30.— Addeil 
activity was the order at the three tracks here 
that comprise “the Ascot of America,” with the 
main course over which the racing is to be held 
the principal testing ground on which trainers in- 
dulged their charges to the limit. It was an ideal 
forenoon and the early hours found tbe course alive 
with horses. Many of those intended to participate 
in the racing of the opening day were tried at 
top speed, with honors going to Andrew Miller’s 
Roamer. This pc^mlar favorite will carry silks hi 
the Saratoga Handicap and, on the strength of his 
splendid trial this morning, and the fact that he is 
only carrying 118 itounds, caused his observers to 
opine that be will be a formidable factor in the 
decision of the race if the track is fast. Roamer 
has the distinction of being a three-time winner 
of tbis fixture and, should he land it again next 
Friday, his record will probably never be duplicated. 

Arrivals <MF prominent turf persons continue to 
Join the already big throng^ here aM prediction 
that this will be by far the banner season of 
Saratoga racing promises verification. Applications 
for hotel reservations continue to i>onr in on the 
leading hostelries and it is becoming a somewhat 
difficult problem how to adequately accmnmodate 
the many who are at this late period applying for 
quarters. Slated for an early visit and reservations 
set aside for them is the iiarty which will be 
brought here by John D. Rockefeller. 

HISS JEMmA ATTRACTING ATTENTION. 

The Saratoga course this season impressed tbe 
visitor as surpassing in appointment and beauty 
that of former years. Extensive additions have been 
built to the clubhouse section and the main grand- 
stand bas also come in for some alterations. Tbe 
landscaping is exceedingly picturesque and park- 
like. All improvements to the plant are completed 
and only the installation of the chairs in the grand- 
stand is neccesary to make it ready to begin racing. 

Tbe Charles Rowe-Otto Stifel owned Miss Jemima 
is coming in for an unusual amount of attention 
since her Empire City track appearance. The 
average racing observer does not seem to be par- 
ticularly impressed with her showing at the Yonkers 
track, but if it was not up to her Kentucky stand- 
ard it was probably due to the fact that she was 
kept in the railroad yards for an extended period 
before being unloaded. She was not free from mis- 
haps at the post and during the race and she came 
back to the scales bleeding profusely from cuts 
about the legs, the result of having been Jumped 
on. Her bleeding at the mouth was explained as 
caused by striking her mouth sharply against her 
knee while at the post when tossing her bead. The 
blow loosened one of her baby teeth, which was 
later extracted. The cuts on her legs are practically 
healed, and as she has fully gotten over her ship- 
ment trainer Rowe contemplates sending her to 
the barrier in the Flash Stakes on the opening 
day. This matter, however, has not been fnlly 
decided on yet. “To carry 127 pounds against all 
the cracks that will start in the race is setting the 
filly a difficult task,” said be this morning, “but 
I think she can do it and if she iierfonns to my ex- 
pectations Friday morning in her preliminary trial 
she will go to the post.” 

Another Kentucky racer that is attracting a good 
deal of attention is Mose Goldblatt’s Senuings Park, 
which has never appeared in public on an eastern 
track. His prowess, however, is not unknown and 
that he is held in high regard is evidenced in tbe 
offer of $20,000 made for him this morning by P. 
T. Chinn of the Kentucky Stable. The offer was 
turned down, Goldblatt demanding $35,000 for his 
transfer. 

NEW TRAINER FOR J. H. ROSSETER. 

The horses owned by W. F. Poison, who brought 
here and sold Billy Kelly last year to Commander 
J. K. L. Ross are no longer in charge of trainer 
John Hogan, he having severed his connection with 
the stable before the horses were shipped from La- 
tonia. At present the racers are under the care 
of the stable foreman. 

Rumors of a contemplated change in trainers for 
the horses here that will carry the silks of J. H. 
Rosseter are going the rounds and former Jockey 
owner-trainer Tommy Griffin is being mentioned as 
the most probable successor to the present trainer. 
Tommy Griffin is at the course daily. 

Pat Dunne’s Under Fire is attracting a good deal 
of attention and seems to be back in good form 
again. Mr. Dunne is, like a majority here, in quest 
of likely material to add to his stable. 

Captain Goodloe McDowell, son of Major Thomas 
C. McDowell, was an arrivdl tbis morning and will 
remain for the racing here.

Record after record was shattered, the climax being 
reached wlien Roamer lowered the long-standing 
record of Salvator for a mile against time. Sun 
Briar’s feat of reducing the American mile record 
in competition was anotlier performance that addeil 
luster to the brilliant racing at the Spa. Day after 
day exceptionally fast time was hung up in raees 
at all distances, and the spectators found addi- 
tional pleasure in trying to figure how fast this 
or that race would be run. And it was not always 
the stars of tlie tnrf which bung up the fastest 
time, middle class and platers found unsuspected 
speed over this newly made track.

It contains 229 acres, and the 
price averaged $181 jier acre. 

The pur<4tasers arc a lirotber and a nepiiew of the 
former tnrfman, ami both of tliem were naminl as 
lauiefieiarios of the estate in his will. Since his 
death they have been running some of the horses 
left them in the firm name of Schulte & McMeekin. 
The best of their outfit is Bellsolar, which is now 
at Cliurcliill Downs suffering from a cut on one of 
her legs sustained at the recent Lutonia meeting. 

While tliey have not made a definite announce- 
ment to tliat effect, it is the general supposition 
that Messrs. Schulte & McMeekin will continue to 
breed race horses at their farm. Both are ftmU 
of the sport of racing and they will in all proba> 
bility expand their stable now.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

CHICAGO, 111., July 30.— Demands that sUte 
troops take charge of the situation on the south 
side, where race riots are occurring, fell in an 
aivulsnebe today on Mayor Thompson. City and 
»"ouuty officials, civic workers and leaders among 
the colored population joined in the demand that 
the mayor ask Governor Lowden to assign the state 
troops to active duty. Aid. Joseph McDonough, 
describing to a couucil committee how he and 
State Representative Doyle had been fired on last 
night, declared there was enough ammunition in 
llie souUi side trouble region to carry on a guerrilla 
warfare for a year. A (inference of colored pro- 
fessional and business men issued a report declaring 
that the disturbances could be rapidly quelled by 
tlie presence of the soldiery. 

CHICAGO, 111., July 30.— Under the direction of 
W. D. McMahon, international president of the <^r 
iiieu’s union, negotiations to end the street car 
strike and resume operations of the surface and 
elevated roads Thursday night or Friday morning 
were put under way today. It was the plan 
of the union officials in the event that a referendum 
vote was acceptable to a majority of the committee- 
men and executive board members, to send out a 
call tlirough the committeemen to the men to report 
at tlieir respective barns tonight to vote. If this 
is done, it was pr>inted out, and the referendum is in 
favor of accepting the companies offer, the cars 
will probably be in operation in time for the evening 
rush hour Thursday.
